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suBJect: VALENCIA, JOSEPH, DEPUTY # COMPTON STATION, FOR II 


On July 12, 2004, Deputy Valencia and his partner, Deputy Edward Clark, saw the occupant of a 
vehicle firing a firearm. After a short pursuit, the driver (Chris Perkins) jumped from the still- 
moving vehicle. As Perkins rose and began running, he withdrew a handgun from his waistband 
area. When Perkins reached a block wall in the yard of a nearby residence, he turned with the 
handgun held near his waist. This brought the handgun to bear on the deputies. Deputy Valencia 
fired four 9mm rounds at Perkins, missing him. Perkins jumped the wall and fled. A containment 
was set up, and Perkins was eventually located inside his home, inside the containment area. 
Deputy Clark was unable to remove his pistol from his holster and did not fire his weapon. 
Although Perkins firearm was never recovered, the interior of his vehicle contained three expended 
.223 caliber shell casings. An additional .223 shell casing was located in the street where the 
suspect originally exited his vehicle. 


On March 10, 2005, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee were: 
3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


3-01/025.00, Use of Force, 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Valencia was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 
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3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by 
both deputies in this incident were within Department Policy. The Unit Commander was directed to 
send Deputy Clark’s holster to Department Range personnel for safety testing to determine if 
Deputy Clark’s inability to withdraw his weapon was a design flaw that might represent a hazard to 
other personnel in the future.

On Monday, July 12, 2004, Sergeants Michael Berg and Wes Sutton of the Internal Affairs Bureau 
responded to Compton Station regarding a deputy-involved non-hit shooting. Internal Affairs 
Bureau Lieutenant Stacy Lee also responded. 


Deputies Joseph Valencia and his Ш Deputy Edward Clark, worked a uniformed patrol car in 
the city of Compton. While conducting a traffic stop of a vehicle on Cocoa St. east of Acacia Av., 
Deputy Valencia heard gunshots. He ran to the intersection of Cocoa and Acacia. As he looked 
south on Acacia, he heard more gunshots and saw a muzzle flash from the interior of a white 
Chevrolet. The vehicle had one occupant. 


Valencia returned to his patrol car, terminated the traffic stop, and drove southbound on Acacia. He 
saw the suspect vehicle 5 blocks ahead of him, accelerating away. Valencia advised Compton units 
via L-tac that an illegal shooting occurred. Valencia searched the area for the vehicle. As he and 
Clark drove southbound on Willowbrook Ave., Valencia saw the vehicle stopped on Caldwell St. 
Valencia turned his patrol car around and started to turn onto Caldwell. The suspect vehicle passed 
the patrol car, and Valencia turned around again. 


As both vehicles drove southbound on Willowbrook, Valencia requested the “patch” to broadcast 
a pursuit. The suspect vehicle made a quick right turn onto Johnson St. After 20-30 yards, the 
vehicle slowed, and the suspect jumped out of the moving vehicle. The suspect vehicle crashed into 
а parked vehicle. The suspect grabbed at his waistband and removed a handgun with his right hand. 
The suspect ran toward the deputies’ patrol car as Valencia stopped the patrol car. 


The suspect turned into a yard at И ran west, away from the deputies. Both 
deputies exited their patrol car. When the suspect came to a cement block wall, he turned to face 
the deputies, and held his gun at waist-level pointed toward the deputies. Valencia feared the suspect 
was about to shoot him or his partner. Valencia fired four rounds, all of which missed the suspect. 
Deputy Clark did not fire. 


The suspect jumped over the wall, and ran north toward the next block. Valencia broadcast he had 
been ina shooting, and set up a containment of the area. The suspect was arrested in his home at | 
approximately 10 hours after the incident. 


Deputy Klement from the Force Training Unit and Deputy Scott Edge of the Civil Litigation Unit 
also responded to the incident.

Suspect Perkins sustained a slight puncture wound to the palm of his right hand and a scrape to his 
right shin while he jumped over a chain link fence. Neither injury required medical attention. Refer 
to Exhibit E for photos of Suspect Perkins’ injuries. 


No deputies were injured. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


The suspect’s stolen vehicle was recovered at the scene. There were four (4) recovered shell casings 
from the suspect’s vehicle: there were three (3) fired 223 Remington caliber cartridge cases (WOLF) 
recovered from the front floorboard of the white Chevrolet Landau, СА in MRM there was 
also one (1) recovered 223 Remington caliber cartridge case (WOLF) from the street to the left rear 
of the final resting spot of the LASD patrol vehicle SD1626 (Valencia’s vehicle). This shell casing 
probably fell out of the suspect’s driver side door when the suspect opened the driver door in 
preparation to jump out of the vehicle. There was no suspect weapon recovered at he scene(s). Refer 
to the photos, Crime Lab report and diagram (Exhibits B, C, F & G). 


There were three (3) recovered 9mm luger cartridge cases found to the left rear of Valencia’s vehicle, 
and one (1) 9mm luger cartridge case found under Valencia’s vehicle. These had been fired by 
Deputy Valencia. 


There were two (2) bullet holes located in the picket fence iii” Both bullets trajectory 
were in a northwest direction. Two (2) bullet impacts were located in the west cement block wall

Additional physical evidence was recovered between the shooting scene and the suspect’s apartment, 
including evidence in the suspect’s apartment (ED. This evidence was not 
directly related to the shooting, however, was instrumental regarding the suspect’s charged crimes. 
Refer to the supplementary criminal reports (Exhibit A) for additional evidentiary information. 


Refer to the crime scene diagram and legend for exact positions and measurements of the bullet 
strikes, shell casings, and suspect’s weapon (Exhibit B). 


Refer to the property damage section for additional comments regarding bullet strikes to private 
property and collision damage to the suspect’s vehicle and civilian vehicle. 
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The crime scene was processed by Forensic Identification Specialist Martin Mutuc of Scientific 
Services Bureau, and Firearms Examiner Criminalist Patricia Rines. 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


The physical evidence at the shooting scene (positions of the deputy’s shell casings, 
position/direction of the deputy’s bullet strikes and recovered rounds) appears to be consistent with 
the deputies’ versions of the events. 


Refer to Exhibits G-I for photographs of the scene, and the above physical evidence section for 
additional information. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Valencia, Joseph 

Departmental-issued service firearm; Beretta 92F, 9mm, serial #BER ЕЕ. 4 rounds 
of duty issue 9mm ammunition fired. Valencia carried his weapon with 15 rounds in the 
magazine and one in the chamber. Following the shooting, he had 11 rounds in his 
magazine, and one in the chamber. All of Valencia’s rounds were recovered and accounted 
for. Refer to the Property Damage section for additional information. Also refer to the 
Crime Lab report and examination of Valencia’s weapon (Exhibit B, lab receipt J585950, 
Item #А). 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT: 


Suspect Perkins fled from the deputies in a stolen car. As they attempted to make a traffic stop of 
Perkins, he jumped out of the vehicle as it still moved forward. The vehicle crashed into a parked 
vehicle. As Perkins ran toward the deputies, he grabbed at his waistband. As Perkins ran from 
deputies, he turned around and pointed a black handgun at the deputies. 


The deputies originally pursued Perkins because they observed Perkins commit a drive-by shooting. 
The deputies believed Perkins was armed with a firearm. Shell casings (7.62mm) were recovered 
inside Perkins’ stolen vehicle, and on the ground outside of the vehicle. Refer to photos in Exhibit 
F, and the Crime Lab evidence list, Exhibit B.

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 
The weather was clear, cool, and dark at the time of the shooting (approximately 2240 hours). The 


suspect’s location in the yard was almost directly beneath a streetlight. The scene was further 
illuminated by the patrol car’s spotlights, headlights and overhead rotating lights. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Valencia, Joseph 


Deputy Valencia worked a two-man, uniformed patrol car (284А/Е) in Compton. He worked with 
his M partner, Deputy Edward Clark. 


Valencia and Clark were conducting a traffic stop of a vehicle on Cocoa St. east of Acacia Ave. 
Valencia heard several gunshots from the south of his position. He walked to the corner of Cocoa 
and Acacia, and looked south toward where he heard the gunshots. Valencia saw a white, older 
model Chevrolet faced southbound on Acacia. Valencia then saw muzzle flash and heard gunfire 
from the interior of the Chevrolet. Valencia saw one occupant inside the suspect vehicle. 


Valencia alerted his partner of what he saw. Valencia returned to his vehicle, terminated the traffic 
stop, and drove southbound on Acacia. Valencia advised other units concerning his observation over 
Sheriff's radio frequency L-tac, ог L-tac direct. One Compton unit acknowledged and responded 
toward the area. Valencia did not advise other Compton units of the vehicle description because he 
did not know exactly what kind of vehicle was involved at this point. Valencia did not broadcast 
the incident over the dispatch frequency “patch” because he only had basic information and did not 
want to tie up the frequency. 


He saw the suspect’s vehicle drive southbound on Acacia, approximately 5 blocks ahead of their 
patrol car. The suspect vehicle accelerated, then turned eastbound on a street off of Acacia. 
Valencia believed the car would exit onto Willowbrook Ave. and he drove to southbound 
Willowbrook. Valencia advised Clark to watch for headlights that matched the suspect vehicle. 
Valencia believed the shooting was gang-related. 


As he approached Caldwell St., Valencia saw a vehicle stopped and saw what he believed was the 
suspect vehicle on the south side of the street. He passed the suspect vehicle, then turned around and 
turned into Caldwell. The suspect vehicle drove past the patrol car. Valencia used his spotlight to 
illuminate the interior of the suspect vehicle as they passed. Valencia saw a male Black, later 
identified as Suspect Perkins. 


Valencia made a 3-point turn, and drove after the suspect vehicle. Valencia saw and heard the 
suspect accelerate away from the patrol car. Valencia drove southbound on Willowbrook as he 
followed the suspect vehicle. Valencia asked for the “patch” via Sheriff's radio in order to initiate 
a pursuit broadcast. 


IAB Note: A taped copy of the radio traffic identifies Valencia as attempting to 
broadcast emergent traffic. He is initially unable to broadcast his traffic. By the time 
the dispatcher acknowledged Valencia, the suspect had exited his vehicle and ran. 
Within seconds, Valencia then broadcast a 998. 
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Valencia turned on the overhead lights, and the siren was on “manual.” The suspect quickly turned 
right (westbound) onto Johnson St. After approximately 20-30 yards onto Johnson St., Valencia saw 
the suspect’s driver door open. Valencia believed the suspect would get out of the vehicle and run. 
Approximately 10 seconds passed from the time Valencia began to follow the suspect vehicle (on 
Willowbrook) until it crashed (on Johnson). 


The vehicle slowed, and the suspect jumped out while the car was still in motion. The vehicle 
crashed into a parked vehicle Бет The suspect stumbled, reached for 
his waistband with his right hand, and grabbed a firearm. The suspect ran east toward the patrol car. 
Valencia stopped the patrol car, and believed the suspect would engage him. Valencia alerted his 
partner the suspect was armed. 


The suspect turned and ran north, then west into the yard a 1] Valencia and Clark exited 
their patrol car. Valencia could see the firearm in the suspect’s hand. When the suspect reached a 
cement block wall (at the west end of ш he turned to the right and faced Valencia and 
Clark. The suspect’s gun was at his waist-level, and was pointed toward Valencia. Valencia 
believed the suspect wanted to engage the deputies because he turned to face them instead of 
continuing to run away. Valencia believed he was about to be shot by the suspect. 


As Valencia stood behind his open driver’s door, he fired four rounds at the suspect from his duty 
weapon. Valencia estimated approximately 7 seconds passed from the time he requested the “patch” 
until he broadcast “998 (Deputy Involved in a Shooting).” Valencia conducted all of the radio 
transmissions. Valencia did not use any verbal commands toward the suspect. 


At the time of the shooting, Valencia believed Clark was approximately 10 feet north of the patrol 
car, near the front quarter panel of the car, near the sidewalk. Valencia did not see Clark’s specific 
actions because he was focused on the suspect. 


The suspect jumped over the wall and ran northbound. Valencia lost sight of the suspect behind the 
wall as the wall increased in height. Valencia initiated a containment via his radio. Various 
resources came out to assist with the search for the suspect. Valencia and Clark went to the station. 


Because he knew the area, Valencia drove back to the scene with his | He located a house on 
Caldwell St. that he knew was a common hiding spot for the suspect’s particular gang. Valencia 
assisted the dog handlers. Subsequently, the suspect was located at HW. Caldwell st. 
approximately 10-12 hours after the shooting occurred. Valencia was not advised to return to the 
scene by anyone, but returned because of his “intuition.”

Deputy Clark, Edward 
Deputy Clark worked a two-man, uniformed patrol car (284A/E) in Compton. He worked with his 
d partner, Deputy Joseph Valencia. 


Clark and his partner conducted a traffic stop of a car on a street east of Acacia Ave. They heard 
gunshots come from somewhere south of their location on Acacia. Deputy Valencia went to the 
intersection. Valencia returned to the patrol car and told Clark he had seen someone shooting from 
a vehicle. 


The deputies ended the traffic stop and drove southbound on Acacia. Clark saw the taillights of an 
80's model Chevrolet drive away from them. Both Valencia and Clark advised other units over L- 
tac what had occurred. Clark believed using L-tac was the appropriate response instead of using the 
“patch.” The suspect vehicle turned eastbound onto an unknown street. Valencia drove to 
Willowbrook Ave. and went southbound. As they drove past Caldwell St., they saw headlights of 
a vehicle which they believed matched the suspect’s Chevrolet. They turned back northbound on 
Willowbrook and onto westbound Caldwell St when the suspect vehicle drove past them. Valencia 
illuminated the vehicle with his spotlight and saw one male black occupant/driver. 


The deputies turned around to follow the vehicle as it accelerated southbound on Willowbrook Ave. 
Deputy Valencia initiated a pursuit broadcast via the dispatch frequency. Simultaneously, Clark 
made a broadcast via L-tac. They pursued the vehicle for a block on Willowbrook, then the vehicle 
turned west onto Johnson St. In front iii” the suspect jumped out of the car. The car 
continued to roll forward. The suspect ran toward the patrol car as it approached, then ran into a 
driveway ot | Valencia stopped the patrol car just east of the driveway at 


Clark exited the patrol car and ran 3-4 steps away from the patrol car toward the mouth of the 
driveway. Clark ran away from the patrol car toward the suspect to get a better observation of the 
suspect and see what the suspect was doing. Clark ran toward a fence post next to the driveway. 

The suspect ran west across the front yard toward a short, block wall. Clark did not see the suspect 
with a gun when he exited his car. Before the suspect reached the block wall, the suspect turned

suddenly with a handgun in his hand. Clark felt fearful and thought the suspect was going to shoot 
at him. Clark heard his partner fire at the suspect. The suspect jumped over the wall and ran 
northbound out of view. 


Clark believed the total elapsed time from the initial pursuit broadcast until they exited their patrol 
car was 10-15 seconds. After the shooting, Valencia broadcast a 998 over his radio, and set up a 
containment of the area. 


At the time еер fired, Clark was in the mouth of the driveway. Clark had not drawn his 
weapon at that point, and never was able to draw his firearm. Clark knew they were pursuing a 
vehicle which had fired shots, and Valencia told Clark the suspect was armed as the suspect exited 
his vehicle. Clark tried to draw his weapon but was unable to do so. He felt that he did not have 
adequate cover or concealment. 


Clark had a problem with his holster, and could not draw his weapon. He did not know if the stress 
of the situation, the mechanics of the holster, or lack of practice led to this problem. Clark carried 
an Н & K USP .45 caliber pistol. Since the incident, Clark found the gun would move forward in 
the holster when he sat in a patrol car. He believed this caused a problem with releasing the holster 
strap. Clark has since replaced his holster with a new one, and has not encountered any problems. 
Due to practice, Clark is now more proficient at drawing his weapon from his holster. 


Deputy Clark was given a diagram of the crime scene. He placed the positions of himself, Valencia 
and the suspect at the time of the shooting on the diagram.

SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


At about 2100 hours (on 07-12-04), Suspect Perkins decided to walk to the liquor store on the 
southeast corner of Acacia Avenue and Alondra Boulevard. He walked west on Caldwell Avenue 
and saw the stolen vehicle (white Chevrolet, license i parked near his residence. Perkins 
knew the vehicle was stolen because it had no key and he had driven it on several prior occasions 
when he had to go somewhere. 


Perkins drove the car to the liquor store. He purchased some liquor and stayed at he store for several 
minutes, talking to friends. Perkins left the store and drove south on Acacia, then east on Caldwell. 
He saw several police cars in the area when he was on Caldwell. Because he knew the car was 
stolen, Perkins wanted to park it away from his residence. As he drove on Willowbrook Avenue, 
he passes a patrol car. The patrol car immediately made a U-turn behind him. Perkins decided to 
tun from the police because he was on probation, and knew he was in a stolen car. 


Perkins accelerated away from the police, and turned westbound onto Johnson Street. He wanted 


to stop halfway down Johnson Street since his residence is 
Perkins had used this escape route in the past. 
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As soon as he turned onto Johnson Street, Perkins opened the driver’s door of the vehicle, put his 
left foot out, and waited for the right area to jump from the vehicle. Halfway down the street, 
Perkins hit the brakes and jumped from the (still moving) car. The car lurched forward and caused 
Perkins to lose his balance and roll to the ground. When he stood up, he saw the deputies. Perkins 
grabbed the waistband of his pants so he could run faster. He ran into the yard анаи 
then across the yard to the short wall on the west side of| ШШШ... wanted to get to the 
other yard because their rear fence is shorter, and easier to jump over into his yard. 


TAB Note: Perkins actually ran into the yard 5» — ай] 


When he reached the short wall, Perkins looked back to see where the deputies were located. He 
grabbed his waistband to pull up his pants, in order to climb over the wall more quickly. Perkins 
heard several gunshots. At the time, he did not realize deputies had shot at him. He ran north 
through the yard and over the rear fence. When Perkins climbed over the fence, his shoe came off. 
He believed the deputies were chasing him, so he did not stop to pick up his shoe. 


He continued over the east fence onto his property, and entered his residence. Perkins stayed inside 
his residence until he came outside when deputies made announcements over their P.A. system. 
Perkins punctured his hand when he jumped over the chain link fence as he fled from deputies. 
When Perkins opened his front door, his hand dripped blood onto the front porch. 


Perkins denied possessing a gun or shooting a gun on Acacia Avenue. Perkins initially 
acknowledged seeing the expended casings inside the stolen car, then denied having any knowledge 
of them. Perkins claimed he did not possess a gun when he jumped from the stolen vehicle. Perkins 
understood why his actions would lead deputies to believe he had a gun, and shoot at him.
